We have Advice by the Duke of 
Cumberland Tranfport atrived in Carwick Road néar 
this Place, that the Britih Troops, after the DefCent on 
the Coaft of France, had been reimbarked on Sunday the 
28th of September: That the Admiral made the Signal 
for the whole Fleet to fail on the rft of October, which 
they accordingly did that Afternoon; but in the Night a 
{trong Gale coming on, the faid ‘Tranfport having Toit 
her F ore-top-{ail-yard, was feparated trom the reft of the 
Fleet, and the next Morning could only fe the Bucha- 
nan, another Tranfport belonging to Lieutenant General 
Harrifon’s Regiment; and on Sunday the sth of O&ober 
came up with two other Tranfports belonging to Briga- 
dier Richbell’s Regiment, and a Store-fhip, who had like- 
wife been feparated from the Fleet the firft Night, which 
none of them had feen fince.’ 

Plymouth, O&.10. This Day arrived a Cartel Ship 
with 242 Englith Prifoners from St. Malo’s, which Place 
fhe left Yefterday. The Captain reports, that hg heard 
at St. Malo’s, that Admiral Lettock had landed his For- 
ces the 23d paft about three Leagues to the Weftward 
of Port L’Orient; that they were on Shore 8 Days, and 
had deftroyed two or three Villages, and afterwards re- 


treated on board without any Lois. But by what he 


could learn, they were not ftrong enough to attack Port 


| L’Orient, which Place he heard Yefterday at St. Malos

Col. Warren having failed from the Coaft of France, 
arrived after a fhort Poffige at the Weltern Mes of Scot- 
land,. but hearing notuing et the Prince he filed toa Bay 
cajled Lochnenena, .whre he landed fome People to 
fecure that Coait againtt the Evgliih Troops. He.re- 
mained there a Forty ght waiting for Prince Edward, 
who was fo far ap in tae Country, that he did not arrive 
till the 30th of September. 

There was aif on board thefe Frigates the Sieur Bar- 
rifdale, who atter the Battle of Culloden engaged tu.de- 
liver up the Prince to the Englifh, to obtain his Pardon, 
Col. Warren found Means to take him and his Son, and 
brought them bath Prifgners here. The Colonel is judt | 
fei out for Paris.
